Conſider now Sir, Whether the Ingagements in theſe Te/t- 
AQs, are not a Solemn League againſt the Word of God, fo 
plain in four Texts ; and a confounding Snare to thoſe that can- 
not Read and Underſtand, as well as to thoſe that can ; for they 
Engage to they know not what : Nor do I know one contrary

* As for the Miracle of Travſubſtantiation, which the Teſft-rakers 
think fo hard, God hath Impower'd Man and Beaſt to demon- 
monſtrate it daily to them : For the chief ſorts of Beaſts do daily 
Tranſubſtantiate Graſs and Water into their own Fleſh and 
Blood: And Man does Tranſubfſtantiate the very Elements of 
Bread and Wine into his own Fleſh and Blood : This undenyable 


Truth 
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Truth then ſhould induce the Teſft-League to allow God a little 
more Power : Andfince he ſhews them the multiplication of 
1 growing Bodies in their Seed, they cannot deny him a Fertile 
Power over his own Body : For ſince the Holy Ghoſt Breathed 
Chriſts Body into the Womb of a Virgin, Chriſt being God and 
Man, cannot be _ the ſame Power.to Breath the Breath of 
Life into Bread, by-his own or his Delegates Words.

could never make it ſelf in ſuch Beauty and 'Order , without an 
Infinitely Powerful Deſigner. 

And that Chrift did Delegate his Power in the Sacrament to 
his Diſciples, is plain in the Text above-mention'd of St. Lake 
Chap. 22. ver. 9. This do in remembrance of me. * © 

If then we have ſo- many Texts for Tre»ſubſtantiation , and 
noneagainſt it : And the ſecond Councel of Njce with gthers, de- 
caring forit, and none againſt it ; Theſe are not Authorities to 
be gppos'd by an Antient Father or too, as our Adverſaries fay, 
or a little late grown Reformed Charch or two. | 

' For the oppoſers of Gods Word condemn their own Principle 

of Reformation ; and Contradiftors of General Councels, are 
underminers of all Chriftjan Authoriry or Unity ; for they are 
the choſen" Repreſentatives of ' the Generality of Chriſtians.
